EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
made of record did not disclose or render obvious the combination of limitations recited 
in claims 1 , 18, 19, and 28. The closest prior art, namely Dalton (US 4,781 ,695), does 
not disclose a port corpus and a removable conus that share the same axis, wherein the 
inlet of the port corpus is canted inwardly along the shared axis. The identified port 
corpus and removable conus are not co-axial and further the port corpus inlet is 
perpendicular to either axis of the port corpus or removable conus and not canted.
